HOW iT HAPPENED. 


An Explanation of the Dynamite Explosion 
at Duluth. 


Str. PAut, February 23.—A Duluth special 
gives Foreman Lundberry’s account of the dy- 
namite accident there yesterday. He says 
it was one that would not-have happened once 
in a thousand times. 

‘‘We drilled five holes down sixteen feet and 
putin twenty-six cartridges, blasting them off 
on Monday. Wecould not tell about any one 
hole. The blast went offall right and shook 
out all rock and blew out all holes except this 
one. The parties who drilled this hole said 
they had struck either rotton rock or clay. 
We supposed that the dynamite had exploded 
and made a hole in the rock inside. The hole 
was cleaned out 
eight dynamite cartridges 
and set off. The men ed 
this if I was certain there was no Be. org 
the hole, and I told them 1 was, as one or 
two of them seemed afraid, I held the drill 
while we were cleaning the hole. This second 
blast tore off about nine feet of rock from the 
top. Tusday afternoon I started the men to 
work again cleaning the hole. We went on 
with the work — yesterday morning, but 
the men had only got to work when the acci- 
dent occurred. One of the men holding the 
drill on the top of the rock asked me about the 
dynamite in the hole, and I told him I was 
sure there was none. No man to work 
at the hole. Contractor Fitz k expresses 
entire confidence in SMr.

AN ERROR IN THE BONDS. 

An effort is being made here by the green- 
backers to get up a sensation over the old re 
funding act of 1870 to be used for campaign 
purposes. Somedays ago, Mr. Plumb intro- 
duced a resolution to have an investigation to 
find out if the house and senate records of that 
act had been tampered with in order to make 
itread that the bonds could be redeemed 
‘after thirty years,’’ as it appears at present, 
instead of “for thirty years,” which Mr. 
Plumb and othets claim it should read. The 
resolution was referred to the judiciary 
committee and they have examined into it to 
find that the journals of the senate 
and house read ‘“‘for thirty years,'’ but are of 
the opinion that it was a clerical error as is 
shown by Mr. Sherman’s speech on the subject 
at the time in the senate. It is believed the 
purpose of the republicans is to make an at- 
taek upon the bonds and reduce their valua- 
tion on the market, and are trying to establish 
this to make an attack upon. Secretary Fair- 
child for redeeming bonds at more than their 
market value. The republicans claim that 
putting in the word “after” was wilfully done 
for the purpose of benefiting the bondholders, 
If they succeeded in having the act construed 
as it reads in the records, the bonds will depre- 
ciate in value considerably. 

THE ‘‘OMNIBUS’’ BILL. 

By a strict party vote today the house com- 
mittee on territories agreed to report favorably 
Chairman Springer’s ‘‘omnibus’’ bill, toenable 
the people of Dakota, Montana, Washington 
and New Mexico to form constitutions and 
state governments and to be admitted into the 
union on an eq@al footing with the original 
states. In this bill the people of Washington 
and New Mexico are privileged to change the 
names of their territories to Tacoma and Mon- 
tezuma respectively, when admitted to state- 
hood, The women of Washington are now 
allowed to vote, and Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, 
appeared before the territory committee today 
for the purpose of having an amendment 
added to the bill to allow only male inhabitants 


over ti enty-one years of age to vote on the’ oe 


proposed constitution. The bill states that 
any person over twenty-one years of age, 
without designating males, will be allowed, 
to vote. The republicans opposed the bill on 
the ground that they wanted Dakota admit- 
ted as two states. 

Major Barnes and Hon. Patrick Walsh, of 
Augusta, will appear before the river and har- 
bor committee in the interest of the Savannah 
river either tomorrow or Saturday.

‘HEY DISCRIMINATED. 


Several Railroads Cheeked in Unjust Rates 
Charged. 


WASHINGTON, ebruary 23.—The interstate 
commerce commissioners today promu|gated 
an elaborate opinion in the case of George 
Rice,of Marietta,O. against the Louisville and 
Nashville and several other railroads, charg- 
ing, among othér things, discrimination in 
favor of the Standard Oilcompany. The com- 
plaint was held to be well founded in all the 
cases. In that against the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, an order wasentered that de- 
fendants cease their unjust discrimination ; 
that they cease to make tank rates when tanks 
differ in capacity, and that they conform their 
charges on tank, car and barrel shipments to 
the rule prescribed in this decision. 

In the case of the St. Louis and Iron Moun- 
tain and Southern railway company, the com- 
mission finds that the defendant made exces- 
sive rates on barrel shipments, and that the 
effect was to unjustly discriminate against the 
complainant and to give undue and unreasona- 
ble preference to shippers by tank cars. An 
order was entered that its charges be corrected 
and made to conform to the rule. In the other 
three cases, the Mobile and Ohio, the Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee and the Illinois Central, 
no orders were entered. The commission 
states that while the questions raised by the 
charges are important, they scarcely received 
any attention, either in the taking of evidence 
or in arguments which were made on beha!f of 
the complainants. A decision upon them 
would effect other parties quite as much as. it 
would the parties now before the commission, 
and under such circumstances it would be im- 
proper to pass upon them now.

Springer’s Omnibus Bill to be Reported to 
the House. 


WasHINGTON, February 23.—By a strict 
party vote, the house committee on territories 
today agreed to report favorably Chairman 
Springer’s *‘omnibus’’ bill to enable the people 
a Dakota, Montana, Washington territory 
and New Mexico to form constitutions and 
state governments, and to be admitted into 
the union on equal footing with the original 
states. Until the census is taken Dakota is 
allowed two representatives in congress, and 
each of the other new states one.

THE PRESIDEN’S PARTY. IN. FLORIDA: 


An Incident at the Exposition—Mr. Cleve~ 
iand’s Wit—The Departure for St. Au- 
gustine and Indian Kiver. 


JACKSONVILLE, ¥la., February 23.—Yester- 
day’s lowering clouds vanished during 
the night, and today furnished a typical 
example of Florida winter sunshine. The 
president’s party rose early, and, after break- 
fasting, were escorted to the Sub-tropical ex- 
position, which they inspected thoroughly be- 
fore the general public was admitted. Great 
surprise was expressed by all at the opulence 
and variety of flowers and fruit displayed, and 
especially at the oranges and characteristic 
sub-tropical plants. In the rustic building con- 
taining the exhibits of Hernando, Pasco and 
Citrus counties a full-sized orange tree 
covered with blooms and containing about 
one hundred oranges had been placed near the 
platform which Mrs. Cleveland ascended, and 
she enjoyed for the first time the experience of 
plucking orange blossoms and oranges from the 
tree. jShe tossed to the president the first 
orange she picked, but his hands were not 
quick enough and he caught it on his nose. 
She offered him another, but he declined, say- 
ing that a man got into trouble a long time ago 
by accepting fruit plucked and offered by a 
woman. Here Mrs. Cleveland enjoyed an op- 
portunity of cutting pineapples from the stem, 
and she did whatever was proposed with a sort 
of girlish glee. A tame fawn was presented 
to her, and will be forwarded to the white 
house by express. 

Gifts in endless variety, consisting chiefly of 
flowers and fruits, were made to the presiden- 
tial party, by officers of the exposition, com- 
missioners and individual contributros, and 
much space in the car was filled by these 
when the start was made for St. Augustine.

Banks 
then jumped from his wagon, caught Rankin 
by the wrist of the hand holding the weapon 
and made him empty the rest of the chambers 
of the revolver.» He gave him what money 
he had and immediately departed in pursuit of 
his team, which meantime had been. walking 
down the road. 

When he came to the house of Robert Stimp- 
son, who, on learning the particulars, loaded a 
shotgun and started in pursuit of Rankin.

Mexican Troops Defeat the Hostiles In an 
“ Engagement. 

No@aues, A. T., February 23.—[{Special.}~

hope that the great Yagui war may yet be 
brought toaclose and peace once more re- 
stored in southern Sonora.

Penitentiary.

Impressive Scene in the 
in 


Remarks of Judge Clark 
Passing the Sentence. 


Decator, Ga., February 23.—[{Special.] | 
The courtroom in Decatur this morning was 
filled to its fullest seating capacity, the crowd 
being about equally divided as to whites and 
colored. In the ranks ot the colored people 
could be seen m4@y women and children. As 
soon as his honor Judge Richard H. Clark was 
seated, he instructed the sheriff to bring in the 
jury in the Lovejoy case. The jury all filed 
in, and steod crescent shaped facing the judge: 
‘Have you agreed on a verdict, gentlemen of 
the jury?” asked the judge, as a solemn si- 
lence prevailed in the courtroom. Mr. W. 8. 
Power, foreman of the jury, answering ina 
deep, well modulated tone, replied: ‘We 
have.” ‘Read it, Mr. Solicitor,’’ remarked 
the judge. At this point, the colored members 
of the audience craned their necks forward, in 
the attitude of intense listening. Solicitor 
General] Candler read as follows: 

“We, the jury find the defendant, Alexander 

Lovejoy, gu'ity of murder and recommend him to 
merey.”’ 
A wave of relief seemed to sweep over the 
colored element as this was announced. Mr. 
Hal C. Jones, of counse] for the defendant, 
required that the jury should be p@led. -This 
was done, and each member of the jury re- 
sponded that it was his verdiet ina firm and 
decided manner. Mr. Jones gave notice at 
the request of General L. J. Gartrell of a 
motion for new trial. Judge Clark in passing 
sentence gave a sensible talk to the colored 
men present. The idea that the race question 
entered into this affair was unfounded 
He called attention tothe fact that it was a 
celebration of colored Sunday schools in a tab- 
ernacle owned by the white people; that the. 
disturbance was created by colored people and 
that tle police authorities were called upon to 
protect the law abiding colored people there 
engaged in religious service. He referred to 
the fact that the colored people were more fre- 
quently in the habit of disturbing divine wor- 
ship than the white people. He urged upon 
the colored people a stricter regard for law as 
their own safeguard, and the cultivation by 
themselves of amore kindly feeling towards 
the whites. 4 

In this case Mr. Hurst was not present in his 
own individuality, but as the representative of 
the law. He was defied, overpowered, resist- 
ed and killed. He didhis duty. Judge Clark 
commented on the strange fact that the man 
who violated the law and the arresting officer, 
were the only ones killed, amid all the firing 
that was done on that occasion. He urged the 
defendant to bow to the mandates of the law, 
and then pronounced the sentence on him of 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for life. 

Lovejoy passed through the ordeal without 
a change of countenance or any evidence to 
show that the verdict had made any impres- 
sion on him. He exhibits in a remarkable de- 
gree complete indifference to the matter. 


JACK GOLDSMITH 


On Trial for Felony in DeKalb Superior 
Court. 

Decatur, Ga., February 23.—[Special.]— 
This morning in DeKalb superior court, scon 
after sentence was pronounced on Lovejoy, 
Mr. Turnbull asked that the jury in the case 
of the state vs. Jack Goldsmith, for rescuing 
a prisoner, be sent out for awhile, which was 
done. Mr. Turnbull then stated that while the 
charge given in passing the sentence on Love- 
joy was all right, yet, as it held that the par- 
ties engaged in the disturbance were engaged 
in a lawless act, and the theory of the defense 
was that the conduct of the arresting officers 
were not forbearing enough, lhe thought the 
jury were not in an impartial condition to try 
the issue before them. The court ruled that 
the jury were competent, and the trial pro- 
ceeded. ! 

Hon. J. B. Steward lead in the prosecution, 
Solicitor-General Candler not being fully re- 
cuperated from the effects of many nights loss 
of sleep, but yet in his place.

SAVANNAH’S FLOATS. 


A Great Day in the Forest 
City. 


. Gevernor Gorden Reviews the Column— 
The Grand Night Display—To- 
day's Celebration, Etc. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 23.—[{Special.]— 
Rain was falling in torrents this morning 
when the day dawned, but that did not pre- 
vent the people of Savatinah and the visitors 
turning out to see the great event of the day, 
the trades’ union procession and. display. 
Early in the morning the line began] form- 
ing on South Broad street, and by half past 
nine everything was in readiness. The side- 
walks along the line of march, whith “had 
been designated, were thronged with ladies 
and children, as well as men. The windows 
along the line were crowded, and the rain 
went on. 3 

Headed by a band the procession moved off. 
There were many bands in the line, and the 
music was within the heating of everybody 
until the entire procession had gone by. 

REVIEWED BY THE GOVERNOR. 

Governor Gordon, with his staff, witnessed 
the display from the exchange. Between ten 
and eleven o’clock the governor’s party 
reached the exchange. Atithe main entrance 
they were met by Mayor Lester, Colonel Falli- 
gant and Frank Rebarrer, clerk of the city 
The several gentlemen escorted the 
governor’s party to the veranda. The gov- 
ernortook his position in the center of the 
tioor, and about him his staff and friends gath- 
ered. When the procession began passing the 
exchange, Governor Gordon raised his hat and 
with uncovered head watched the display. The 
people in the line saluted the governor as they 
went by, and the salute was with a will and 
was long and loud. 

The display was-a surprise to Savannah. 
It was. better than her most loyal citizen had 
hoped it would be, and among the strangers 
created a most favorable impression. The 
line stretched ovcr several blocks, and many 
of the floats were. tine. The Travelers Pro- 
tective association were out in a body, and had 


}a foat- representing a number. of 
drummers trying to sell a mer 
chant a bill of goods. The 


tinest float, however, was one goiton up by the 
South Florida and Western railroad. It 
showed a passenger coach with faces at the 
windows. Onthe front of the float was the 
representation of an iceberg with a polar bear 
atatelephone. The front end of the car was 
covered with snow, and the conductor was 
mufted up like a Dakota school teacher. At 
the other end were Floridians lying in ham- 
mocks and standing chatting and fanning be- 
neath orange and palmetto trees. <An alliga- 
gator in the back-ground was telephoning the 
polar bear to come south and grow up with 
the country. 

Governor Gordon conversed with those 
about him while the line was going by, and 
expressed himself astonished at Savannah’s 
resources. Certainly the city made a magnifi- 
cent showing. Someof the tloats were within 
themselves a complete show. One was a 
blacksmith shop, and upon the wagon was a 
fine horse, on whose hind foot a smith was 
nailing ashoe. Another was a house on fire. 
Upon the burning building firemen were at 
work with waterand axes. Still another was 
an exact reproduction of one of the leading 
business houses in the city. 

‘THE RECEPTION. 

After the procession had gone by, the gov- 
ernor and his staff were tendered a reception, 
and the reception was like everything Savan- 
nah does. It was simply magnificent. The 
mayor and aldermen, neslened by. Clerk Re- 
barer and Marshal Wade, did the honors of the 
occasion. Champagne tlowed freely, and the 
lunch furnished by the Pulaski house was en- 
joyed as a good substitute for a dinner, 
which was omitted today by the hundreds who 
desired toattend the tournament at Ten Broeck 

park. 
' At 12 o’clock the governor withdrew, Major 
Schwarz proposed three cheers for Georgia’s 
chief executive. Two rounds were given, 
when the major added “three more big 
cheers,” which were loudly and freely ap- 
plauded. . During the presentation of citizens 
tothe governor the policemen were intro- 
duced. Said Governor Gordon. 

‘‘T am glad to meet Savannah’s guardians. 
I know them. They have been tried and 
proved valiant.” 

The reception at the exchange was one of 
the most informal and the same time most 
delightful feature of the day. After dinner 
the governor, with his staff, went to the park 
to witness the tournament. The place was 
crowded, and the evening was a pleasant 
feature of the day. Late in the evening the 
returned to the city and 
$:20 the- governor was driven to 
the depot for his tour home. <A military dele- 
gation went with him to the depot. Mayor 
Lester dnd Colonel Falligant were along, and 
at the depot a parting speech was heard. 

THE NIGHT DISPLAY. 

The great card tonight was the grand torch- 
light parade. It wasalong one and a fine 
one. Transparencies and banners were scat- 
tered over twenty blocks, and behind them 
came the same floats used during the day, all 
illuminated. All along the line of march was 
a dens@throng. The T. P. A. gave a big en- 
tertainment tonight, and their hall was 
thronged. 

The Irish Jasper Greens, the military com- 
pany, whose name was taken from the patriot, 
celebrated their forty-sixth anniversary at the 
Catholic library hall. The company had 
sixty-five men in the parade. At night there 
was fully as large aturnout. At their ban- 
quet there were plates for one hundred.

Except in preparing dinner for the colored 
voters today at the courthouse, their direct 
work was to the white voters. Their conduct 
has been without reproach. Several of the 
leading anti workers of the last contest were 
conspicuous for their intended absenee or for 
their dry votes. Nearly every prominent 
business and professional citizen of the town 


labored earnestly in the cause of pro- 
hibition, while tho anti element 
had only three or four white 


workers in Hawkinsville district, and their 
only hope of success was on account of the 
colored vote, which was wet, very wet. But 
few others were made. 

On account of the swollen streams, the vote 
in all country precincts has been scarcely half 
as large as in the last election. There are ten 
precincts in the county. Seven have been 
heard from, which gives prohibition a majority 
of 102, which, when all are in and an official 
count, may possibly be reduced to fifty ma- 
jority. Theclashes between the forces were 
few and insignificant. Everything passed off 
quietly, without incident.

St. Louis the Place. 

As will be seen by our Washington dis- 
patches this morning, the national demo- 
cratic committee has selected St. Louis as 
ethe place for holding the convention, and 
the date has been fixed for June 5th. 

In choosing St. Louis the committee has 
certainly made the wisest selection possible 
from the cities prominently mentioned for 
the place. San Francisco’s claims were 
vigorously pressed, and until the final bal- 
lot it seemed that she would be successful; 
but the fact that a majority of the com- 
mittee was strongly impressed with the be- 
lief that she was too far distant to be 
within sufficiently convenient access from 
all parts of the country, made _it impossible 
for the golden city to overbalance the claims 
of St. Louis and Chicago. Had the contest 
been between St. Louis and San Francisco, 
or between San Francisco and Chicago, it 
would probably have taken only a single 
ballot to have decided the matter in favor of 
either of the two western cities, both of 
which are situated near the railroad center 
of the country and possess every advantage 
required to make complete the conveniences 
and the comfort of the great number of del- 
egates and visitors to the convention. 

St. Louis is preferable to Chicago—first, 
because it is in a democratic state, while 
- Jilinois is undoubtedly and irretrievably re- 
publican; and next, for the reason that, as 
the republican convention is to be held in 
Chicago, it is best that that of the demo- 
¢rats should be located elsewhere. 

This will be the second time that the 
democrats have held their convention in St. 
Louis, Tilden having been nominated there 
in 1876. Chicago got it in 1884, Cincinnati 
in 1872, and New York in 1868. Of the 
six conventions of the republican party, 
this year’s included, since 1868, four of 
them have been held in Chicago—those of 
768, 80, 84, 88. That of 1872 was held in 
Philadelphia, and of 1876 in Cincinnati. 

In fixing the time of holding the demo- 
cratic convention prior to that of the repub- 
licans, which meets on June 19th, itis the 
idea of the national committee to have the 
democratic platform formulated without 
reference to that of the republicans, and to 
allow the convention to take the initiatorr 
stepsin reforms which will probably be 
agreed upon by both conventions: This is 
amatter of very little importance either 
way, for the two parties will go before the 
country on the result of their work, when- 
ever it is done. >

They have been told what protection has 
done for New England it will do for the 
south, only in a ten fold greater degree. It 
has filled every hamlet, village, town and 
city, and lined every stream in New Eng- 
land with productive industries. It has 
given profitable and inexhaustible markets 
to the farmers; and it has made valuable 
the most sterile lands to be found in the 
whole country. 

It is not true that “‘the cotton mills of 
Georgia have been warned that tariff reform 
meant the ruin/of that industry.”

The Son of Jefferson Davis’s Coachman. 

The movement started in Kansas to col- 
onize the negroes in South America is not 
viewed in a favorable light by the race most 
deeply interested in it. 

Among the intelligent colored men op- 
posing the scheme is Lieutenant William A. 
Jackson, of North Topeka, Kansas. Lieu- 
tenant Jackson has written a letter to THE 


CONSTITUTION, in which he says: 

The prime movers in ths emigration soheme are 
aset of ward heelers, and their main object is to 
create political capital far the G.O. P., and to fatten 
their pockets at the expense of our ignorant scuth- 
ern brethren. My father was coachman for Mr, 
Jefferson Davisin Richmond. He made his escape 
in 1862. See Harper's Weekly, June 7th, 1862. I 
played with the children of Mr. Davis. Slavery is 
dead, thank God! What is left is for the negro to 
make common cause with his white brother, north 
aud south, and we expect aid from both sections in 
obtaining perfection of citizenship. What the ne- 
gro needs now is mental and political freedom. 
Money will produce that, and self-government, pa- 
triotism and home interest will follow. 

The son of Jefferson Davis’s coachman 
writes very sensibly. He goes onto say that 
in twenty years the negroes have built up 
church organizations with 2,000,000 com- 


teachers, journalists, lawyers and merchants. 
They are admitted into the labor unions, 
and the courts of justice are open to them. 
Why should they emigrate to a country 
where there are 1,000,000 slaves. They are 
doing well enough in the south, and, says 
this independent writer: ‘“Theday is com- 
ing when they will suffer no infringement 
of their rightsas southerners, but will vote 
and act, not as political tools, but as south- 
ern gentlemen,”’ 

The son of Jefferson Davis’s coachman 
takes pains to inform us that he is a demo- 
crat. This is a hopeful sign. When intel- 
ligent colored men, with such antecedents, 
take this stand they are doing a good work 
for their race, and are making long strides 
towards that ‘“‘perfection of, citizenship”’’ 
which seems to them so desirable.

Their 
white fellow-citizens have stood by them all 
the time, and will gladly do anything 
that will contribute to their advancement. 
Our correspondent may rest assured that he 
is on the right line, and he cannot do better 
than to stick to the course which he has 
marked out for himself.

Our Trouble With Morocco. 

Tt is all very well to protect the rights of 
our citizens in Morocco, but before our gun- 
boats turn loose their thunder it would be 
wise to make every effort to bring about an 
amicable adjustment of our difficulties. 

In 1812, when we were engaged ina war 
with England, tle dey of Algiers sent out 
his piratical vessels torob our ships. Finally 
an American brig, with its crew and passen- 
gers, was carried to Algiers, The United 
States demanded the release of the prisoners, 
and the dey replied that he would give them 
up on the payment of $50,000. He also 
said that he wanted a portrait of Wasbh- 
ington. 

We actually yielded to these impudent 
demands, but we paid the money in driblets, 
so that it was two years before the last of 
the prisoners was released. Later we sent 
a naval squadron to Algiers and knocked 
the dey and his capital city into a cocked 
hat. 

Now, the sultan of Morocco is next door 
to Algiers, and he is fully as hard a case as 
the eld dey who gave us so much trouble 
in the early part of the century. If he has 
allowed the Anjericans in his dominions to 
be imposed upon he is not the man to make 
amends until he sees that it is the best 
policy. How to make him see itis the 
question. With the friendly assistance of 
the great powers of Europe we could doubt- 
less induce him to listen to reason. But if 
a few of our shackly war tubs attempt to 
force him to terms, they will run the risk 
of being captured, and a heavy ransom will 
then be demanded for officers and crews. 
The sultan of Morocco is not a very big 
man, but he is able to defy our little navy. 
We are not equipped for hostilities so far 
from home, and so long as we remain with- 
out War ships and fortifications, our safest 
course will be to arbitrate our differences 
with other nations,

Dr. McGlynn is president of the Anti- 
Poverty society, and Henry George is its 
vice-president; and the recent rupture in 
the heretofore harmonious brotherhood oc- 
curred at the last weekly meeting of its 
executive committee. A few nights before 
this the Rev. Dr. McGlynn had denounced 
Mr. George for having side-tracked the 
united labor party on the free-trade issue; 
and it was expected that trouble would arise 
at the committee meeting. By virtue of his 
position as president, Dr. McGlynn pos- 
sessed the constitutional right to increase 
the membership of the committee to the ex- 
tent of ten more members; and as a major- 
ity of the committee sympathized with Mr. 
George, Dr. McGlynn very promptly an- 
nounced ten new appointees of his own fol- 
lowing, and at once called the committee 
together and proceeded to read Mr. George 
and his supporters out of the party. The 
George clement immediately left the meet- 
ing and the McGlynn faction is continuing 
business in the old stand. 

This is a very serious disaffection in the 
ranks of the third party; and, unless some- 
thing is done to patch it up, we fear that 
the Rev. Dr. McGlynn’s chances for the 
presidency will be very seriously impaired. 
Of course Mr. George cannot now support 
Dr. McGlynn, and of course Dr, McGlynn 
cannot be elected without the support of 
Mr. George. It is not too late yet, however, 
to mend matters sufficiently to give the.rev- 
erend doctor a showing. McGlynn and the 
Rev. R. R. R. Burchard would make a very 
fine ministerial combination for a ticket for 
the united labor party.

Eprrors CONSTITUTION: Your editorial 
headed ‘‘What Makes Criminals,” was timely and 
suggestive, It isa notable fact that the mechanical, 
scientific and agricultural industries are suffering, 
while the professions, clerkships and such are full 
to overflowing. Itis passing strange that young 
men seek to avoid anything that looks like manual 
labor, however skillful, and search for employment 
as clerks, book-keepers, traveling salesmen, or any- 
thing that sports the “genteel,” in preference to 
working as a skilled artisan with much better wages 
and salary, and a great deal more independence. 

I was asked today by a prominent contractor, if I 
could tell him where he could get a good wood 
turner and a first-class carver. He would pay high 
wages with steady work, This contractor had tried 
for several days to secure su:h men. b 
He advertised, a short time ago — oe 
keeper, and next morning forty-three answered 
his ad., willing to work at $25 per month. 

There 1s plenty of room in the trades for honest, 
industrious, skilled men. I have often found it 
difficult to find a man sufficiently educated and 
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these just claims to rest until 1885. Congress then 
passed an act by which the United States court of 
claims is authorized to decide all claims presented 
to it within two years from the passage of the act, 
but “nothing in this act shall be construed as com- 
mitting the United Stae;to the payment of any 
such claims.” Noteworthy among other provisions 
of the act.are those that the attorney general “shall 
resist all claims presented under this act by all 
proper legal defenses,” and that “the finding and 
report of the court shall be taken as merely advisory 
* * * and shall not conclude eitber the claimant 
or congress.”” Developments so far indicwie that 
the government will avail itself fully of the proviso 
to resist all claims, for every littie technicality 1s 
made use of to defeat them.

FILLED WITH MORPHINE. 


A Nashville Murderer Who Wants to Escape 
the Law. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 23.—[Special.] 
N. B. Lester, charged with the murder of J. 
T. Lane, was to be brought from the jail to 
the supreme court this morning, presumably 
for the purpose of hearing the opinion of the 
court in his case, but when Marsha! Battle 
went to the jail for the prisoner, he found him 
too sick to leave his cell. Jailer Chickering 
found toda several morphine powders, 
amounting in all to six grains, concealed in 
the cell. Since Lester’s confinement in jail, 
he has suffered greatly from neuralgia, and at 
various times Dr. Cook has given him mor- 
phine in one-eighth of a grain doses. Dr. 
Cook says, however, that there is more of the 
drug in the papers found than he has given 
him altogether, and believes that some of his 
friends have furnished him withit. Lester 
does not seem to be disturbed by the discovery, 
and offers no explanation for the presence of 
the drug in his cell. He has been removed 
from his old cell, and aclose watch is now 
being kept over him. The officials believe 
that incase the supreme court aflirms the 
death sentence, Lester will attempt to take his 
own life, as he was found witha large supply 
of chloroform in his cell only Tuesday.

If no 
regular delegate from the county shall attend, 
the alternate or alternates appointed by the 
convention shall have the right to cast the vote 
of the county; but if neither regular 
delegate, nor such alternate shall be present, 
then the president of the county convention or 
on his failure to appoint, the secretary of such 
convention may appoint a person to represent 
said county. These new rules apply only to 
state conventions, not to district or county 
conventions, 

The committee unanimously adopted the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, the democratic legislature passed reso- 
lutions asking for the repeal of the internal reve- 
nue laws, and 

Whereas, the last democratic state convention 
unanimously adopted the following resolution: 
“Resolved, that we are in favor of the uncondi- 
tional and immediate repeal of the whole internal 
revenue a8 an intolerable burden, a standing 
menace to the freedom of elections, and a source of 
great annoyance and Corruption in its practical op- 
erations,’ now therefore, be it 

Resolved, Tnat this democratic state executive 
committee reaffirms the declarations of the demo- 
cratic party of North Carolina, and also reaffirms its 
own declarations, made on the 19th of October, in 
f.vor of abolishing the whole internal revenue 
system, 

The following resolution was unanimously 
ado, ted : 

Resolved, That the democratic state executive 
committce of North Carolina heartily and cordial] 
indorses the administration of President Cleveland, 
on account of its broad patriotism, its evideut abili- 
ty, its unbending honesty, and its rigid adherence 
to the principles of the national democratic party. 

It is learned today that there are grounds for 
the belief that a third party movement will be 
inaugurated in this state.

Mr. J. W. Scott’s Lecture on the 
Late Sidney Lanier. 


gupplemented by Illustrative Readings From 
His Works by Kev. William Morrison 
and Mr. John H. Seals. 


Despite the inclement weather, last night, a 
very good audience filled the basement of the 
First Methodist church to enjoy the lgcture of 
the Rev. W. J. Scott and the iNustrative read- 
ings by Rev. Dr. Morrison and Mr. John H. 
Seals. | : 

Those who were so fortunate as to be present 
enjoyed one of the rarest treats which has 
ever been given to a cultured auditory. 

The entertainment opened about half past 
eight o’clock, and lasted about two hours. It 
was thoroughly enjoyed throughout, and to 


 gpeak truth the cultivated assemblage were 


really sorry that it was so. short. Dr. Scott 
selected as his theme, ‘“‘An Evening With the 

oets,’’ and he handled it in the most classic, 
entertaining and instructive manner. He has 
a very pleasant and impressive delivery, and 
speaks without notes in a perfectly easy, nat- 
ural and elegant style which is truly capti-. 
yating. 

The chief subject of the lecture is the life 
and poetry of the late Sidney Lanier. The 
lecture opened with a brief biographical sketch 
of Mr. Lanier, every word of which was inter- 
esting. The first interview which Doctor Scott 
ever heid with the poet was described in de- 
tail. Hemet him in 1867 at Montgomery, 
Ala. Doctor Scott was at that time the editor 
of Scott’s Magazine. Mr. Lanier was quite a 
young man at that time, very poorand entirely 
unknown to fame. He had heard of the kiud- 
ness of Dr. Scott in encopraging young writers, 
and in a most modest manner expressed a- wil- 
lingness to write for Scott’s Magazine. He 
submitted to Dr. Scott several productions of 
his pen, and the eminent critic, on examining 
them, sawat once that Mr. Lanier was a most 
remarkable man. -This interview led to the 
appearance in Scott’s Magazine of a num- 
ber of Mr. Lanier’s earlier pro- 
ductions, both in poetry and prose. Bits of 
the biographical sketch are here given. ‘‘La- 
nier,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘was not only a most 
remarkable man,as a writer, both of prose and 
poetry, but he was the most wonderful flute 


player who everlived in America. He was | 


master of many instruments, but as a flute 
player he was simply marvellous. He was a 
natural flute player, and even while at Oxford 
his wonderful gift showed itself in great per- 
fection. It was the custom of Lanier to climb 
up into an old belfry on the college grounds on 
picesant nights, and from his perch he would 
charm the country side with his magical play- 
ing on the flute.” 

“Tt really seems,’ said the speaker, ‘‘thatin 
many instances men of genius must die in 
order to be appreciated, or ee tLe greatest 
honors which weie eyer paid Sidney Lanier 
were heaped upon him after he had passed 
away. For a long time he did not realize 
enough money from his writings for the sup- 

ort of himself or his lovely wife—and but for 
1is rare musical talent it would have indeed 
been quite difiicult for him to have made a 
livelihood.”’ 

‘‘Lanier was a prodigy while at college. I 
have been told by one of his classmates that he 
wrote Greek and Latin verses while in college 
with far greater ease than most poets could 
write English verse. He was also master of 
Gerrmggn at an earlyage. He graduated be- 
fore he was cighteen years of age. 

‘He svent only two years at college, and be- 
came such an admirable scholar that npon 
graduating le was at once given a professor- 
ship in Oglethorpe college, near Milledgeville, 
where he was associated with some of the most 
distinguished and learned men of the day. 
He served two years in the late war, and was 
afterward transferred tothe signal service.’’ 

Doctor Scott gave a very fine analysis of Sid- 
ney Lanier asa poet. It was always Lanier’s 
idea that a poet should know everything, and 
Doctor Scott showed first that he was a man of 
multifarious learning and knowledge. He 
knew something about everything, was a most 
accomplished scholar, and a deep studént of 
pature in all of her phases. 

He was, in the second place, a perfect master 
of the science of versification—a greater mas- 
ter of this science, indeed, than either Dryden, 
or Pope, or Tennyson, and his little work on 
the subjeet is the most excellent book of the 
kind which has ever been written. It will be 
the reference book on this subject for an- hun- 
dred years to come. , 

His versatility was amazing, and all that he 
did he did equally well. In proof of this Dr. 
Scott said that the audience would now be en- 
tertained with some illustrative readings froin 
the works of Sidney Lanier by Mr. John H. 
Seals and Rey. Dr. Morrison. 

Mr. Seals read ‘‘The Song of the Chattahoo- 
chee,’’ a most beautiful poem, and he read it 
remarkably weil, holding the charmed atten- 
tion of the audience, and calling forth pro- 
nounced applause. 

Doctor Morrison then read a m of an en- 
tirely different kind, the splendid and quaint 
humorous poem, entitled ‘There’s More in the 
Man than there is in the Land.” Although 
Mr. Morrison stated that it was entirely out of 
his line to read simply to be heard; that he 
was not only not a professional reader, 
but not even an amateur reader, he read 
this poem in a most effective manner, with 
a keen appreciation of its many fine points, 
and was rewarded with much laughter and 
applause. Doctor Scott then went on to show 
that the distinctive feature of Sidmey Lanier 
asa poet was his lofty idealism. In demon- 
strating this he took on to deal the 
Byronic school of realism some hard licks and 
stated that it had been “fa shame and blight 
upon the Sliterature of this age. Algernon 
Swinburne, he said, belonged to this school, 
also, Walter Whitman whom he was sorry to 
observe that the culture of Boston are in- 
clined to place upon a higher pedestal than 
the pure, idealistic John Greeieaf Whittier, 
end the great and good Henry W. Longfellow. 

Once more the valuable aid of Doctor 
Morrison was invoked, and he read with dee 
feeling and beauty the exquisite idealistic 
poem of Sidney Lanier,entitled “‘The Marshes 
of Glynn.”’ Dr. Scott said that as an ode, this 
piece had never been surpassed. In conclu- 
sion, Dr. Scott showed that the crowning ex- 
cellence of Sidney Lanier was the religious ele- 
ment, the spiritual tone which pervades 
ewrything which he has written. Like Wal- 
ter Scott, he had not written aline which 
dying he could wish to blot. In illustration of 
this truth, Mr. John H. Seals read in a charm- 
ing way the poem, entitled, ““Crystal,’’ which 
is one of the gems of Lanier. 

It was announced that Doctor Scott will 
lecture again in about a week, when he will 
take up the works of Doctor F. H. Tichnor. 
These lectures are extremely ente and 
instructive, and it is safe to say that they will 
be liberally ape gag by the culture and 
intelligence of the city. 

The famous elocutionist, Mrs. Bessie Oton, 
was in the audience, and was one of the most 
delighted and appreciative listeners present.
